The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on the 31st March, 
1969:— 


Bill No. 27 of 1969 

A Bill further to amend the Estate Duty (Distribution) Act, 1969. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:— 

1. (/) This Act may be called the Estate Duty (Distribution) Amend¬ 
ment Act, 1969. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of April 
1969. 

2. In the long title of the Estate Duty (Distribution) Act, 1962 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the principal Act), for the figures, letters and words 
“12th day of August, 1965”, the figures, letters and words “31st day of 
October, 1968” shall be substituted. 

.3. In section 3 of the principal Act,^- 
(i) in .siib-st'(.iion (1),— 

(a) for the figures, letters and words “tst day of April, 1966,”, 
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the figures, letters and words “1st day of April, 1969," shall be 
substituted; 

(b) for the words “two per cent.”, the words “three per cent.” 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-section (2), for clause (b) and the provisos occurring 
at the end of that clause, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(b) the balance shall be distributed among the States as 
follows: —

Act, 
1§62, as amended by the Estate Duty (Distribution) Amendment Act, 1965, 
for the purpose of giving effect to the recommendations made by the Fifth 
Finance Commission for the distribution among the States of the net pro^ 
ceeds of the estate duty on property other than agricultural land, except 
In so far as those proceeds represent the proceeds attributable to Union 
territories.
